have it otherwiſe: The thoughts which came from the

Some part or other of the Bible is uſually interwoven with the

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Ho ſtrange it is that any who believe the Bible to be the 
word of God, ſhould deny his Deity who inſpired its pen- 
men, and moved them to write and ſpeak its contents? 


And how dangerous is it to deny the neceſſity and efficacy 


of his operations, who alone can regenerate, and ſanctify, 
and comfort us? There is but one ſin ſaid to be unpardona- 
ble, and that is called the fin againſt the Holy Ghoſt. May 
his omnipotent influence prevent our commiſſion of it! 
As immoralities generally either originate in, or are greatly 
promoted by, intemperance in drinking, we deſire ſuch as 
are at times overtaken by this fault, to conſider what may be 
ſaid on this ſubje& ; and may the Lord enable you to lay aſide 
this abounding and deſtruttive evil? Your fin conſiſts in 
your complying with either your own inclination, or others 
temptation, to drink denen Iiquors to exceſs! It is 
granted, that neither an ill-natured report, nor the private 
fuſpicion of men, not a corpulency of body, are any certain 
proofs of your guilt, Matt. xi. 19; Acts ii. 13; 3 1 Sam. i. 13. 
But we think your frequent deſire to drink i in private, your 
many contrivances to come at the liquor unknown to your 
friends, your repeatedly ſwallowing of it after your true 
thirſt is allayed, and your ſhameful excuſes and falſchoods to 
cover your fin after you have committed it, too plainly prove 
before the Lord and your own coniftience that you are guilty. 
Among the many ways wherein men glory in their ſhame, 
this is fometimes one, (viz.) to boaſt of their ability to out- 


drink others; as if that which offends God, which forfeits = 


heaven, and which proves to all around that onesſelf is an 
old offender, ſhould be deemed a privilege! It is ſuppoſed 
Nadab and Abihu, t ſons of Aaron, were intoxicated when 
they offered ſtrange fire before the Lord, and for which they 
were deſtroyed ; for immediately after their fin 'and puniſh- 
ment are related, the Lord expreſsly prohibits Medes and 
his deſcendants from drinking wine or ſtrong drink, when 
they were about to perform divine ſervice in his houſe ;
